‘The system.of postal communi- 
eatiéns in Great Britain has 
renched a standard of almost per- 
fect efficiency. Of all the milljons 
of letters and packages-circulated 
every year only a very few are 
lost, amd the speed. and prompt- 
ness with which the mail is dealt 
with is remarkable. An important 
part in the despatch and delivery 
of letiers is‘played by what is 
known: as “travelling post office, 
of which there are eevee in 
Great Britain, each ono. cons sling 
one oy more Ietter-sorting 
enrriages attached toa train. 
Every night four trains, which 
are devoted entirely to Post Ofice 
business, travet five hundred and 
forty ‘miles between Euston and 
Aberdeen, and three hundred and 
five miles between Paddington and 
Penzance. 3 


The ‘trains running between 
London and Aberdeen are the 
largest of their kind in the world, 
They usually consist of sixtcen 
vehicles und carry a staff of forty 
persons. : A , 


| While travelling ot full speed, 
the train receives or, despatches 
mails by special apparatus at 
more than thirty olnts on the 
journey. ‘The staf employed Is 
very highly . akilled. It _ works 
with such speed and efficiency that 
even in the fogglest weather little 
or no.timo ia lost. The first 
travelling post office was run as. 
an experiment in 1838 on the
